A small 
amount of fertilizer is good for them. 

Small orders up to 1000 plants will 
be sent by parcel post prepaid, when 
cash accompanies order. Orders above 
1000 plants will be shipped by express 
prepaid. Every shipment carries our 
Inspection Certificate.
